Turning back to the Bir- 
mingham field he lost his way again 
and was forced down by impending 
darkness in a field a few miles north 
of Selma. He will take off for Nor- 
folk, Va., early this morning.

King 
George and Queen Mary may take a 
walk if they like or a ride in the 
neighborhood of their country homes 
with the same freedom: that ordinary 
people enjoy. Not so the president of 
the republic. He is hedged in with 
ceremony, guarded and escorted at ev- 
ery step he takes. Crowned monarchs 
may go yachting or play polo or ten- 
nis, give vent to their sporting taste. 
But for the president of this democ- 
racy it is different. He is virtually 
a prisoner. In his palaces of. the 
Elysee and Rambouillet, guarded, sa- 
luted and escorted always. Rambouil- 
let is his holiday home, but even there 
the strict observance of the protocol 
is never relaxed; never for a moment 
is the smiling M. Gaston Doumergue 
allowed to forget that he is head of 
the state. He could not, as kings 
can, take a trip to the seaside and 
enjoy a quiet swim or a stroll along 
the promenade.

A Question of Power, Not Policy. 

Discussion of this income tax law 
does not inelude the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of its place in the policy of 
the state. The pivotal question is as 
to the constitutional power of the 
State to adopt that special branch of 
policy. And as the act is one of tax- 
ation its status must be determined 
by the constitutional prerogative of the 
State to levy and collect taxes from 
its citizens. 

As the reporter of the proceedings 
of the convention that framed the con- 
stitution of the state in 1877, it is 
within my certain knowledge that the 
most important subject considered by 
the convention was the power over 
taxation that should be confided to the 
genera] assembly of the state. 

It was freely and forcibly debated 
by the wise men of the convention 
and resulted in the following provi- 
sion in the constitution—still there: 

“The right of taxation is a sovereign 
right, inalienable, indestryctible, is the Jife 
of the state, and rightfully belongs to the

Truth About the Lankford Act. 

Mr. Alston suggests that the pas- 
sage of the Lankford resolution to 
submit a constitutional amendment 
empowering the general assembly to 


Povy an income tax not to exceed 5 


per cent is a confession by the leg- 
islature that it doubted its authority 
tv enact the Boykin statutory’ income 
tax. 

That is not the truth of the case. 

The Lankford proposal is not a 
true enabling act, but essentially a 
prohibition act. 

In effect it recognizes the power 
in the general assembly to enact an 
invome tax and the intention is to 
so amend the constitution as to pro- 
hibit the legislature in the future from 
enacting such a tax in excess of 5 
,er cent of any taxable income. 

It does not purport, or would have 
the effect, to limit the tax to net in- 
comes, but would allow the general 
assembly to tax, up to 5 per cent, all 
incomes of anybody from one dollar 
up to the sky. 

On the other hand, the Boykin act 
only taxes net incomes above state 
and federal exemptions, and only to 
one-third the federal rates which in 
most cases would be far below 5 per- 
centum of their values. 

These are the plain unvarnished 
facts of the income tax situation.

THE WAYS OF PNEUMONIA, 

Malaria causes more sickness than 
any other single disease in the plan- 
tations of the United Fruit Company, 


in the West Indies, Central and South 
American countries. But pneumonia 
causes the greatest number of deaths. 
What, in these balmy, subtropical 
regions? Yes, pneumonia causes one 
of every six or seven deaths among the 
fruit company’s employes. ‘There is 
an interesting comment on the pneu- 
monia hazard in the seventeenth an- 
nual report of the United Fruit Com- 
pany’s medical department. It seems 
the doctors consider the high labor 
turnover a factor. Particularly in 
Honduras and Gautemala, they be- 
lieve, the constant shifting of labor 
means a low individual earning ca- 
pacity; this in turn interferes with 
the ability of the workers to prop- 
erly feed and clothe themselves, and 
consequently— 

Folks, get set. The United Fruit 
Company's medical department 1s 
about to pull the old gag— 

—and consequently lowers their re- 
sistance to all kinds of infection. 

Dear me, I reckon the’ medical 
brethren will never, never be able 
to shake off that “resistance” ob- 
session. It is a. premise ageepted by 
the 
thought; a lazy sort of assumption, 
for which there is no ground what- 
ever. Immunity against pneumonia 
is conceivable; it constitutes the 
the modern se- 
rum treatment is based. But resist- 
ance against “‘all kinds of infection” 
is not conceivable, so we must con- 
clude the United. Fruit Compahy’s 
physicians were just filling up a re- 
port when they opined that improper 
food and clothing “lowers resistance 
to all kinds of infection.” 

That's the trouble with too many 
of our present-day medical authorities 
or writers. They fall into this slov- 
enly habit of accepting traditional 
theories or fancies like that without 
pausing to examine them, and using 
these unsubstantial or exploded ideas 
to build new theories on.

Further services to the south in- 


tue for rth 
Carolina which stands on the Gettys- 
burg. battlefield as a tribute to- the 
valor of the Confederate soldiers 
from that state. 

He has made a statue of the noted 
surgeon, Dr. John A. Wyeth, author 
of “The Life of Nathan Bedford For- 
rest,” and has completed “The Avia- 
tor,” a symbolic bronze figure, which 
stands on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

In recognition of his genius, Poland 
has selected him to carve a statue 
of Woodrow Wilson, war-time presi- 
dent, whose memory is revered by 
all patriotic subjects of the Polish 
nation. 

By resolution of congress, he was 
chosen to make the. colossal statues 
of Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln 
and Roosevelt in the Black Hills, 
which work he is now doing, asso- 
ciated with a committee headed by 
ex-President Coolidge. 

Borglum’s Statement. 

Mr. Borglum’s statement as issued 
Wednesday in the Black Hills was in 
full as follows: ; 

“I am engaged by act of congress 
under direction of president’s commis- 
sioners to carve here on Mount Rush- 
more Washington and three other 
figures larger than the Lee and Jack- 
son I planned for Stone mountain, 
and surreptitiously destroyed by these 
very people who with nothing better 
to do have again taken a secret and 
an underhand method simply to insult 
what they are incapable of injuring. 

“L cannot and will not waste any 
time in such wrangles, nor will I ever 
return to Atlanta unless it is to help 
her harmoniously to restore to Geor- 
gia and the south the great Confeder- 
ate memorial, when this can be done 
free from the influence of those who 
have wrecked the work and squander- 
ed untold thousands of dollars, with 
little or nothing to show for it.” 

Willis Gives Conditions. 


G. F.. Willis, president of the Stone 
Mountain Confederate Monumental 
Association, in a statement made pub- 
lie September 18 gave: four condi- 
tions under which the association 
would be willing to turn the work 
over to Mr. Venable. 

These were that Augustus Lukeman 
should be allowed to complete the 
carving of the three central figures 
according to his original design: that 
Mr. Venable should give the associa- 
tion satisfactory assurance that h>2 
iS In a. position to raise the neces- 
sary funds; that the grounds around 
the carving should be left open to 
the public free of charge for _ all 
time, and that the title of the prop- 
erty should revert to the association 
if the work was not.completed with- 
in two years in accordance with the 
conditions outlined. 

Statement of Venable. 

The statement of Venable replying 
to the Willis card is as follows: 

“After vainly trying for months to 
palm Mr. Lukeman and his designs 
off on an unwilling and rebellious 
public, G. F. Willis, as president of 
the Stone Mountain Confederate Mon- 
umental Association, in the press of 
Wednesday, September 18, was kind 
enough to propose that I take them 
over, along with the debts of the asso- 
ciation, as a sort of financial wet- 
nurse, and guarantee to do what his 
association admittedly cannot do. 

“In view of the fact that the asso- 
ciation has an outstanding indebted- 
ness of $30,000, and that it is liable 
to subscribers to the Founders’ Roll 
in the sum of $189,000, and to the 
Children’s Founders Roll in the sum 
of $35,019.91, which sums were con- 
tributed for a specific purpose but 
were diverted and spent in overhead 
expenses, and in view of the further 
fact that any taxpayer of the city of 
Atlanta and the county of Fulton can 
bring suit and hold the association 
liable for the funds illegally contrib- 
uted by the city and county to the 
association, I am at a loss to under- 
stand whether Mr. Willis’ proposal 
was made through a spirit of sargonic 
impertinence or whether it was made 
in ‘the mistaken belief that I was 
running a home for the friendless. 

Will Not Help. 

“In order that there may be no 
further misunderstanding about the 
matter, I wish to say that if Mr. 
Lukeman’s central group, consisting of 
three partial figures traveling incog- 
nito, is ever completed according to 
his designs, Mr. Willis and his asso- 
ciation will have to do it. And, I 
might add, in this connection, that the 
time within which to complete it, un- 
der the contract, is rapidly expiring. 

“Sixteen months have passed since 
any work was done on the mountain 
and yet the association, admitting 
that it cannot raise any money and 
that it will be unable to complete the 
work begun by it, has been reduced 
to the extremity of asking me to per- 
form its obligations under the con- 
tract recently entered into between 
us, including the assumption of its 
debts. I will do no such thing. 

“When the present association gets 
through twiddling its thumbs over 
the matter, and the contract expires, 
unless abandoned sooner, it is our 
purpose to take steps to carve a suit- 
able memorial on Stone mountain in 
accordance with the original designs. 
In doing this the Lukeman figures 
will not be destroyed, as was the 
case when the present association de- 
stroyed the Borglum head of» Lee. 

Apprehension Unfounded. 

“There is not the slightest founda- 
tion for Mr. Willis’ apprehension that 
Mr. Borglum would ‘Imitate the van- 
dalism of his predecessor’ in this re- 
spect. No one should know this bet- 
ter than Mr. Willis since Mr. Bor- 
glum stated in a personal letter to 
Mr. Willis under date of August 4, 
1928, that he could and would ‘in no 
way be a party to the destruction of 
the work done.’ Not only this, but 
Mr. Borglum stated to Mr. Willis in 
the presence of Dr. Plato Durham 
and myself, as well as others, that 
he would under no circumstances de- 
stroy the work of another. This he 
has repeated, over his own signature. 


“While this is true, Mr. Borglum 
recently stated in a letter, from which 
I have his permission to quote that, 
if he were a hundred and fifty years 
old and could scarcely totter from 
his bed, he would still want to and 
try to finish the great memorial to 
the Confederacy as he thinks Lee and 
his great associates deserve. Speak- 
ing of resuming the work on Stone 
mountain. he said in a. letter last 
year to Dr. Plato Durham and Mr. 
Willis: 

“*My friends all without exception 
admonish me under no consideration 
to take up the work again or to re- 
sume in any way so colossal a task. 
I appreciate these personal considera- 


tions, but personal considerations can- 
| not, 
_in a matter of such consequence to 


must not, determine a decision 


the reeord-of our common country. 


‘I owe, as an American, all that L.am 


to that country and a very great part 
of that naturally and necessarily be- 
longed to the south. As an artist, as

Frankly the 
sorrows of the past three years have 
in no way affected that.’ 

Future Policy. 


“As to Mr. Willis’ proposal that 
the property be kept open for the

what our future policy will be. 
“Mr. Willis states that the asso- 
ciation has only spent $135,000 for 
earring.

Contract Is Cited. , 

With the above statement Mr. Ven- 
able gave out a copy of the contract 
entered into last May between the 
Venable family, as donors of the me- 
morial site, and the Stone Mountain 
Memorial Association, under the terms 
of which the Venables withdrew their 
litigation for the immediate return of 
the mountain and the association was 
given two years in which to complete 
the central group of three figures. 

The preamble to the agreement 
brought out that the property had 
been deeded to the association by the 
Venables in 1916, and that later, con- 
tending that provisions of the deed 
had not been complied with, they had 
brought suit to recover, which suit 
had been contested by the association. 
It stated further that since all par- 
ties desired to compromise, in order 
that the memorial might be com- 
pleted, the following agreement should 
be entered into: 

Agreement Made. 

“Now, therefore, in consideration of 
the premises, it is hereby contracted 
and agreed between said parties as 
follows: 

“1. That the party of the first part 
shall be, and it is hereby, granted a 
period of 24 months from the date 
hereof, within which to complete the 
carving of the three figures which 
have been started upon the side of 
Stone Mountain, representing Presi- 
dent Davis, General Lee, and General 
Jackson, according to the plans, 
models and designs prepared by Au- 
gustus Lukeman, the sculptor, with 
the express understanding and condi- 
tion that if said figures, including 
the figures of the men and horsés, are 
not completed within said period, 
then and in that event the rights of 
the party of the first part to said 
property shall cease and terminate 
and the title thereto and the right of 
possession shall immediately revert to 
the grantors, their heirs or assigns. 
It is further provided as a condition 
subsequent that no additional fig- 
ures Or carvings are to_ be started 
on said property before the comple- 
tion of the three figures above men- 
tioned, to wit: the figures of Davis, 
Lee, and Jackson, and their horses, 
and then only under the conditions 
and provisions hereinafter set out. 

“2. That if the said three figures 
hereinbefore mentioned, including the 
figures of the horses, shall be com- 
pleted according to the plans, models 
und designs hereinbefore referred to 
within said period, and if at that 
time, that is, at the time of the com- 
pletion of said three figures as here- 
inbefore stated, the personnel of the 
governing body of the said corpora- 
tion, ‘Stone Mountain Confederate 
Monumental Association,’ within 
ninety (90) days from the comple- 
tion of said three figures, shall be re- 
constituted so as to be satisfactory 
to the parties of the first part and 
parties of the second part and each of 
them, parties of the second part to be 
the exclusive judges of the question 
of whether the reorganization is sat- 
isfactory to them, then and in that 
event, but net otherwise, the said 
party of the first part shall have an 
additional period of 3 yéars within 
which to complete additional carving 
upon the side of said Stone Mountain 
on the property hereinbefore referred 
to and which will hereinafter be de- 
scribed, carrying out the general plans 
and designs contemplated for the me- 
morial to the officers and men of the 
Confederate States of America. But 
in the event said governing body shall 
not be so re-constituted, then and in 
that event the right of said associa- 
tion, party of the first part, to do 
further carving or to use or occupy 
ally space or. part of the side of 
Stone Mountain or any of said prop- 
erty except as hereinafter expressly 
provided shall cease and terminate, 
and the title thereto, as well as the 
right of occupancy and possession, 
shall immediately revert to and vest 
in the parties of the second part, 
their heirs and assigns. But in the 
eyent the said three figures herein- 
before mentioned, that is, the figures 
of Davis, Lee. and Jackson, and their 
horses, shall be completed within the 
time hereinbefore specified, and in 
the further event that the governing 
body of said association shall then be 
re-constituted so as to be satisfactory 
to the parties as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and in the further event that 
if, within the time hereinbefore pro- 
vided, that is, within the period of 
3 years from the date of the comple- 
tion of the three figures named, there 
shall be completed additional figures 
upon the side of Stone Mountain, then 
and in suéh events the title to that 
portion of the gide of the mountain 
occupied by said additional figures 
shall not revert to the grantors but 
shall vest and be held as hereinafter 
provided. Otherwise, the said prop- 
erty, except as herein expressly other- 
wise provided, shall revert to grant- 
ors, their heirs and assigns.’ 

If Figures Are Completed. 


“3. In the event that, within the 
period first hereinbefore specified, 
the said three figures, that is, the fig- 
ures of Davis, Lee, and Jackson, and 
their horses, shall be completed, then 
and in that event the title to that 
part of the surface of the mountain

FLORIDA'S LINE

RESERVE POWER 


Scrub Backs Rip Varsity 
Forward Wall in Stiff 
Scrimmage. 


Gainesville, Fla., September 
25.—A hard scrimmage was 
the order of the day as the 
’Gators concluded their strenu- 
ous preparations for the South- 
ern game, the first of the sea- 
son, Saturday. The practice to- 
day was vigorous, in spite of 
excessive humidity and_ the 


threat of heavy rain. A crowd| 


of Florida sympathizers was 
driven from the field, first by 
the showers and finally by var- 
sity managers, Head Coach 
Bachman ordered a secret prac- 
tice as soon as his players got 
down to scrimmaging.

' forward wall. What he discovered was 
not encouraging; holes opened where | 


there should have been stiff opposition, 
and the fast, slippery reserves made 
alarming gains almost at will. Bethea 
was the only first stringer who seemed 
capable of, gaining yardage and this 
“ spite of poor support in his own 
ine, 

A reserve line under the direction 
of Assistant Coach Nash Higgins 
worked havoe with the varsity attack. 
The drill was stopped as darkness fell 
over Fleming field. It was then that 
Bachman plainly expressed concern. 
He let his linemen know that none 
need be sure of their jobs; he declares 
he will shift every man from tackle 
to tackle unless more effective results 
are obtained. 

No one here doubts that Florida 
has a good team. Prospects in certain 
directions were never brighter. There 
is a wealth of willing and capable 
material, and many coaches would be 
green with envy after a glance at 
Florida’s dynamite backfield. But 
anyone knows that a team is no 
stronger than its line. This factor 
may be the key to Florida’s success or 
failure when the crisis comes. 

Bachman isn’t perturbed about the 
Southern contest. The Lakeland school 
has met the ’Gators 13 times and has 
won but once. Coach Robin Hood has 
a scrappy lot of players but it is cer- 
tain they will be no match for the 
fleet ’Gators, 

Bachman will have to wait until 
the V. M. I. game:to find just how 
much his line will stand. Waiting is 
enough to worry any coach. What 
Bachman would like more than any- 
thing right now would be a game that 
would test the mettle of his tackles, 
guards and center. Then he could say 
with some degree of assurance that he 
has a team that will stand up under 
Georgia Tech’s punishment, brave the 
fire of John Harvard, and match the 
speed of South Carolina’s Gamecocks, 
not to. mention the threat of Georgia's 
Bulldog. But, until a week from Sat- 
urday no one here will have a sure-as- 
shooting idea of how good or how bad 
Florida’s offensive is going to be.

| MAKES BETTER GAME. 


There is this to be said—the new 
| rule, which minimizes the penalty for 
a fumble, does argue for a _ better 
game. The runs for touchdown after 
the recovery of a fumble are few and 
far between. Few spectators have 
witnessed one which made any dif- 
ference. 

Technically, anyhow, the game has 
been improved. The punishment for 
an individual mistake in what is pri- 
marily a team game has been uni- 
form. This was accomplished by the 
eradication of an evident inconsis- 
tency. This was in regard “to the 
fumbled punt rule. The rule already 
‘prohibited the advancement of a 
fumbled punt recovered by the oppost- 
tion. The new section applies to all 
fumbles. Obviously a truer measure 
of values has been established. 


LESS CONFUSION. 


There will be less confusion on the 
part of the onlookers, three-fourths of 
whom are already confused. None ot 
the incentives for boldness and daring 
has been taken from the game. The 
penalty for a fumble is still there. The 
team which: fumbles and has the ball 
recovered by the opposition loses the 
distance and the chance to carry on 
‘the attack. The fumbling side should 

not ever lose a football game because 
‘of one individual error. The punish- 
ment now fits the crime with equity. 
It did not before. 

ENCOURAGES DARING. 

Instead of taking any of the daring 
qualities out of the game the prob- 
ability is that it will encourage them. 
With the knowledge that a fumble does 
not imperil the game a team will be 
encouraged to try a bolder attack. 

The reward for alertness has not 
been destroyed. Possession of the foot- 
ball is always a valued possession. 
The best defense is an offense. The 
alert team will still be the winning 
team. The reward is not so great as 
it was but it should never have 
been so. 

WILL BE POPULAR. 


The new ruling by the rulemakers 
is certain to meet with approval; if 
not now then before the season is 
done. The game is more just and bet- 
ter balanced. 

Had the ruling not been changed 
the trend should have been the other 
way. Going to the coast last winter 
Coach W. A. Alexander suggested that 
if the rulemakers wanted to give the 
game an extraordinary amount of ex- 
citement they could do so by making 
every loose ball a free ball. In other

_~ New York, September 25.—A brave 
-ffort was made in some Wall Street 
‘ircles today to explain the action of 
he stock market as bear selling. To- 
lay’s stock market was more active 
ind broader than yesterday when a 
sew high record was made in the 
lumber of issues traded in. Undoubt- 
“diy there was some short selling of 
Dorrowed stocks. But most of the 
welling was liquidation of long stocks. 
viv selling was too broad to be a bear 
raid, 

Selling of stocks for long account 
nas steadily increased in volume every 
lay this week. Market selling of long 
stocks really began a couple of weeks 
or more ago when it was pointed out 
in this column that large Wall Street 
stock exchange houses were becoming 
inereasingly nervous over their high 
record loans which continued’ to 
mount. 

Babson's extremely pessimistic stock 
market prediction, on top of the grow- 
ing nervousness of brokers over their 
loans, was followed by a severe break 
in the stock market and then a sharp 
recovery. But the Babson prediction, 
followed closely by a severe break in 
the stock market, made many people 
in and out of Wall Street interested 
in the stock market think something 
fatal to the long sustained bull stock 
market.

EMPLOYMENT. 


The increase of over one per cent 
in the numbers of employ during 
the month of August is characteristic 
of the usual upward trend following 
the inventory and repair season of 
July. Total manufacturing employ- 
ment in August was 5.3 per cent 
higher than in August, 1928, with 
payrolis 8.4 per cent greater. 
August, 1928, saw the beginning of 
a rapid increase in numbers em- 
ployed. The peak in this movement 
was reached in May, 1929, followed 
by a characteristic summer season 
falling off. 

The prospects of declining indus- 
trial production from the high levels 
which have prevailed so far during 
1929 indicate that employment will 
not undergo another period of rapid 
expansion as was witnessed a year 
ago. The result will be a narrowing 
of the spread between the number em- 
ployed in coming months and the cor- 
responding months of the previous 
year. 

There may be another peak month 
established before the end of the year. 
but in all likelihood employment will 
remain at about the present level. 
Among the outstanding leading in- 
dustries which are showing continued 
improvement over a year ago are: 
Machine tools, electrical machinery, 
shipbuilding, petroleum refining, foun- 
dry and machine shop products, and 
agricultural implements. Other lead- 
ing industries where payrolls are 10 
per cent or better above a year ago 
included railroad shops, hosiery, iron 
and steel, and furniture. 

One outstanding feature during the 
month was the decline in employment 
in automobile manufacturing plants. 
For the first time in 21 months em- 
ployment in this industry was __re- 
ported below the same month of the 
preceding year. 

Per capita earnings of manufactur- 
ing industries in August were three 
per cent above those of a year ago, 
while there was approximately 93 per 
cent of a full normal force employed. 
Other lines of activity all reported 
seasonal increases during August in 
the number of employed, except re- 
tail trade, which was practically un- 
changed. Anthracite coal mines re- 
ported a gain of nearly 10 per cent. 
Bituminous coal mines increased about
